“The names of these jurors must 
be stricken off. They must not be 
illowed to serte again. 
The entire 
jury list must be revised. From my 
impartial review of the evidence in 
the Millard case, I looked for a life 
sentence. 
“These jurors did not 
seem 
to 
display the intelligence which jur­ 
ors in criminal cases should exer­ 
cise. 
“ This was a miscarriage of jus­ 
tice. The moral effect of such ver­ 
dicts will be bad for St. Louis coun­ 
ty. 
If such men were to be left on 
he jury list it would mean that the 
state could not convict on circum­ 
stantial evidence. 
We must 
use 
greater caution in the new revision 
of the jury list, so that in the future 
we will have intelligent jurors who
